HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


Our town has been exceptionally free from communi- 
cable diseases during 1953, four cases of mumps and one 
case of streptococcal sore throat have been reported. In 
addition,.we had a few mild cases of German measles. 


The water supply for the schools has been a serious 
problem. The spring that supplies drinking water for the 
Newton School failed, and even the brook that supplied 
water for the toilets went completely dry. Water was then 
piped from the deep well at Barrett Memorial Hall until 
late rains revived the supply at the school. 


Water samples from Old City and Miller’s Pond schools 
sent to the Laboratory of Hygiene were declared unsafe for 
drinking and chlorination or boiling was recommended. 

Inspection of schools indicates the need of interior 
paint jobs, and at the Newton School a dangerous condition 
exists where concrete steps have broken, and should be 
mended or replaced as soon as possible. 

The members of the School Board and the teachers 
have been very cooperative in reporting health and safety 
conditions in all schools.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


During the year 1953 the Vermont Health Department 
has made available to the citizens of Strafford the part-time 
services of a public health nurse, Miss Lois Jenkins, R.N. 


The educational program which is offered by the public 
health nurse, with the approval of the family physician, in- 
cludes assistance to expectant mothers and new mothers 
who are having their first babies, or who have special prob- 
lems with themselves or their babies. Counseling is avail- 
able, too, for parents whose older children present prob- 
lems, and to adults. Assistance is also given to the schools 
with their health programs. Referrals to health and. social 
agencies are made as necessary. 


Miss Jenkins’ activities in Strafford during 1953 have 
included the following: 

35 visits to infants and pre-school children. 

45 visits to school children and to schools. 

22 other visits. 


Two medical conferences were held for medical exami- 
» nation and immunization of children under school age, and 
for those in Grades I and III. 


Fifty pre-school children and 30 school children were 
examined by Dr. Dorothy Davies and Dr. W. F. Putnam. 
These conferences were arranged by the Health Council 
which has representation from all the local organizations. 

Forty-four children were vaccinated against small- 

pox. Fifty-five children received immunization 

against diphtheria and tetanus, or diphtheria, tet- 
anus and whooping cough. 


During the coming year Miss Jenkins will be away on 
educational leave and Miss JoAnn Girard, R.N., will sub- 
stitute for her. Miss Girard may be reached by mail at 
Bethel, or a telephone message may be left at Bethel 4-4441 
on Monday, Wednesday or Friday morning.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


The operating costs for the three schools of Strafford 
Township for July 1,.1954, to June 30, 1955, are estimated 
at $34,300.00, as shown in column four in the table, “Budget 
— Classified School Expenditures.” This is compared to 
an estimated budget of $31,700.00 for the current year. 


State Aid has been increased to $13,806.56 for the cur- 
rent school year, and taxes have realized about $20,981.78 
for the same period. A like amount is anticipated for the 
coming year. Taxes plus State Aid make a total of 
$34,788.34, therefore we feel that the present tax of $4.00 
on the Grand List is sufficient for the support of our schools 
for the coming year. 


Because of a gift of $2,000.00, known as the Ellis Fam- 
ily Trust Fund, it has been possible for us to buy desks, for 
which there was a serious need. We greatly appreciate this 
generous gift. 

Following are some of the reasons for increases in cer- 
tain items of the budget: 

1. A voted increase in the Superintendent’s salary. 

2. Should it become necessary to hire a new teacher with a 
four-year training certificate, the State has set a mini- 
mum salary of $2,500.00, or an increase of $200.00 above 
our present salary rate. We certainly hope that this will 
not be necessary, aS our present staff is most satisfac- 
tory. 

do. Strafford now pays $225.00 a year for the tuition of each 
high school student. It is estimated at this time that the 
number of students attending high school will be larger 
next year, since a large group will be entering and few 
graduating from high school. 

4. There has been added expense in text books and instruc- 
tional supplies in replacing worn-out and out-dated 
books and supplies. 

5. It has become necessary to paint the outside of each of 
our three school houses. | 

6. The annual payment of $1,000.00 on the Newton bus loan 
will reduce the remaining total to $2,700.00. 

7. There is very much needed repair work to be done at 
the Newton School on both front and back outside stair- 
ways.

REPORT OF NEWTON SCHOOL HOT LUNCH 
COMMITTEE — 1953 - 1954 


The Hot Lunch Committee at Newton School is ap- 
pointed by the president of the Parent Teacher Association 
and consists of six members including Mrs. Celia Lane, who 
does the cooking. The chairman and the treasurer are elect- 
ed at the first business meeting of the season. During the 
months when lunches are being served (November-March) 
the committee meets every two weeks to plan menus and 
conduct any other necessary business. 

Mrs. Lane efficiently cooks and serves an average of 
1,450 individual lunches a month, assisted by one adult vol- 
unteer helper each day and by four student helpers during 
the lunch hour. Particular attention is given to all holiday 
dinners. 

The 1952 - 1953 committee left a balance of $322.00. 
In preparation for this season the committee, assisted by 
several volunteer helpers, painted the kitchen walls. Table 
tops were redecorated with attractive linoleum. An abund- 
ance of donated foods, including vegetables, fruits and ap- 
proximately 500 quarts of produce, were collected. Over 
300 pounds of meat were purchased locally and placed in 
available freezers. 

A complete dinner is served to every child at the cost 
of ten cents per day if milk is brought from home, for fif- 
teen cents is milk is purchased at school, but no child is 
denied milk for lack of the extra nickel. Vitamin A & D 
capsules are given to each child unless the parents wish 
otherwise. 

A few cases of commodities are received each month 
and reimbursements of seven cents and nine cents, respec- 
tively, per lunch, according to whether milk is provided by 
the committee or brought from home, is received. The com- 
mittee takes advantage of several opportunities to earn ad- 
ditional money throughout the year such as suppers, enter- 
tainments, dances, etc.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 

This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1953, 
and is.a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 

Two one-teacher schools and one four-teacher school 
were maintained for 170 days, the minimum length of 
school year now required by law. The average number of 
pupils enrolled was 139, and the average daily attendance 
was 127.25. Three elementary and thirty-eight high school 
pupils, residents of the district, attended school outside of 
the town. The average membership for high school pupils 
was 37.90. The average cost per pupil in average daily at- 
tendance was, for elementary schools $197.54, and for high 
school $197. Seventy-eight elementary school pupils were 
transported at an average cost of $95.49 for the year. 

The total number of different elementary school pupils 
enrolled was 143. One hundred were promoted, twelve 
were promoted conditionally, eighteen were not promoted, 
twelve transferred to other public schools, and one dropped 
out of school. The percentage of attendance for the year 
was 95.54. Vision and hearing tests were administered by 
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teachers as required by law and standardized achievement 
tests given at the close of the year indicated that satisfac- 
tory progress had been made by the children: in the school 
subjects. 

The necessary books, materials of instruction, and 
equipment have been provided. Twenty-five modern seats 
and desks were purchased to replace unsatisfactory ones 
that were in use in several of the classrooms. New revised 
reading books were furnished for the third grade. A new 
series of hygiene tests is needed throughout the grades. At 
the Newton school the concrete steps both at the front and 
at the rear of the building need to be replaced or repaired. 
A new source of water is also needed for this school. The 
Pond school has an enrollment of twenty-seven pupils in 
the eight grades. Both the pupil load and the grade load is 
too large for effective work because the sixteen children in 
the primary grades require so much attention by the teach- 
er. Transportation of grades seven and eight from this 
school to South Strafford would relieve this condition. 

Much credit is due the sponsoring agency and its effici- 
ent workers for the handling of the school lunch program 
which is greatly appreciated by children and parents. 

I am grateful to the school directors, parents, teachers, 
amie | organizations, and townspeople for their sup- 
port.
